SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The booklet entitled FHM Girlfriend Of The Year 2003 also known as Australia & NZ's 
Hottest Girls Next Door is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication is a booklet attached to the March 2003 issue of the magazine FHM. 
The booklet presents a series of glossy photographs of scantily clad young women 
posing in a sexual manner along with accompanying text that contains some mild 
sexual innuendo. 

The publication does not describe, depict, express or otherwise deal with any of the 
matters listed under s3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. While the publication's photographs involve women posed in a sensual manner 
and language with sexual overtones, these are not so direct that the publication can 
fairly be said to describe, depict or otherwise deal with matters such as sex, as 
interpreted by the Court of Appeal decision in Living Word v Human Rights Action 
Group (Wellington). The Classification Office therefore has no jurisdiction to determine 
whether the publication is "objectionable" or "objectionable except in particular 
circumstances". As such, ss3(2), 3(3) and 3(4) are not applicable and the publication 
must be classified as unrestricted. An unrestricted classification places no limit on the 
freedom of expression outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
